The 
name Aronamar was no doubt given him as a 
mark of especial respect. ` The root of that name 
Aris the Chaldaic root of Ara which probably 
meant lion, as did its Hebrew equivalent rd, and 
ending as wells beginning the name Ar-on-om-ar 
the meaning of the name no doubt was “the one 
saved from lions,” or “the fion tamer.” Not 
wishing me to understand the full import.of his 
labors until he was through, he withheld his 
identity under that. unhistorical designation. -> 
-When he says that whiie at the court of Cyrus, “I 
was in the position of a philosopher, who, having 
reasoned upon the law of cause and -effect, would 
stand in any position in life,” he indicates in the 
most striking manner the great fundamental prin- 
ciples of all his philosophical and theological sys- 
tem.’ Before: Socrates and plato 'lived; and long 
before Descartés, Bacon and Newton lived, Zoro- 
aster’ inaugurated the inductive philosophy j and 
now ho returns;as a spirit, after all those long cen- 
turies, to state that fact. He tells us he was a me- 
dium whose psychological power Was ‘80 great, 
that it not only influenced men, but the most sav- 
age bensts, It was doubtless. by the same medi- 
umistic power, that the materialized spirit-hand 
wrote that warning on ‘the walls of Belshazzar’ 
banqueting hall.’
